CASUALTIES REACH 
209 KNOWN DEAD 


By FRANK L. WHITE 

MAHINOG, Camiguin Island, 
Philippines, Dec. 6 (AP)—Flam- 
ing Hibokhibok .volcano hid its 
toll of dead today under a smok- 
ing blanket of ash which rained 
for the third successive day on 
seven burned villages. 

So far 209 bodies have baes 
recovered, Official estimates say 
500 more probably are buried in 


a six-square-mile area covered by M 


lava and volcanic ash. 

It may be a week before total 
casualties in Tuesday’s eruption 
are known. Fumes rising from 
the lava and red-hot ash drove 
search crews from. the stricken 
villages on the charred slopes of 
Hibokhibok. 

Two new blasts shook the yol- 
cano yesterday. They were the 
third and fourth eruptions. 

Searchers who approached the 
buried villages said they saw 
many burned bodies in the ashes. 

Evacuation Decision. 

Ten thousand people crowded 
into this little seaside town of 
3000 waiting for the Governor to 
decide whether they could, be 
evacuated to nearby Mindanao is- 
land. Philippines news service 
said 10,000 of the island’s 45,000 
people already had fled. 

Refugees crowded into Ma- 
hinog included almost the en- 
tire 7000 population of Mamba- 
jao, largest town on Camiguin. 

A Mambajao school teacher, 
Sarah Romauldo, described their 
flight. She said terror drove 
them into Mindanao sea, where 
they stood for hours waiting for 


rescue. 

Villagers had paid little atten- 
tion to a landslide on the slopes 
of Hibokhibok Monday. That 
was commons. But Tuesday morn- 
ing “there was a loud noise like 
an explosion. 

“We could see a huge cloud of 
smoke shooting up from the crat- 
er with red flashes of flame 
streaking through it. 

“The wind was blowing from 


ashes, rocks 

lava being shot out of the new 
hole amidst flames,” Miss Ro- 
mauldo said. “Hot ashes began to 
fall on Mambajao. 

“Almost everybody rushed into 
the water where we stood, and 
gazed back at the awful sight. 


“Lava began to run down the / 


slopes, glowing fiery red. Explo- 

sions threw. up rocks from the 
surface. Flames flared high along 
the edge of the’ lava flow as.trees 
were engulfed. 

A powdery rain of fine ash fell 
on the townsfolk as they stood 
in the water. Thousands waited 
there for hours, until trucks and 
busses evacuated them to Mahi- 
nog, on the southeast coast. 

7 Villages. Burned. 

Seven small villages were 

pelted with a deadly hail of hot 
ashes—Panasan, Payahan, Anol- 
ing, Sadpan, Tibucas, Kabuhi and 
aucan. 
Down the northern. slopes of Hi- 
bokhibok,.a huge mass of lava 
flowed slowly toward the low- 
lands, searing and covering 
everything in its path. 

Charred trunks of coconut 
palms on the mountainside looked 
like burned match sticks. Vol- 
canic rock glowed in the center 
of the stricken area. 


Late today search parties came 


back with bodies’ of 23 more 
victims. They were found'on the 
fringe of the seared aréa; about 
three miles from Mambajao. 

The searchers are mostly men 
seeking some trace of their own 
families, a detachment of soldiers 
and a few hundred Chinese who 
refused to leave their stores and 
goods in Mambajao. 

Eighteen seriously burned vil- 
lagers were brought here. They 
are being cared for in ah emer- 
gency hospital set up by the Red 
Cross.

Sponsors of the mevement to 
create housing in the downtown 
area must present to the special 


program justifying high rentals, 
Alderman Alfred 1. Harris de- 


clared today. 

He made this statement in ex- 
plaining why the committee has 
taken no action on a bill intro- 
duced six week ego, for establish- 
ment of a city land clearance 
commission. 

Harris, Twenty-second ward 
Democrat, introduced the meas- 
ure- at the request of the city 
administration, and heads the 
special committee to which the 
bill was assigned 10 days later. 
He has never called a meeting 
of the committee, and some of its 
members were unaware of their 
appointment to the body until in- 
formed by the Post-Dispatch. 

“There is no more ardent ex- 
ponent of low-rent housing units 
than I am,” Harris declared. 
“However, I will not permit the 
vested interests in the downtown 
area to stampede the housing 
committee into approval of a 
housing bill which will create 
housing in the downtown area at 
a rental out of reach of the com- 
mon working man, without a full 
and complete public hearing. 

“The city makes up one-third 
of all losses incurred in slum 
clearance. Consequently the l,- 
000,000 people of St. Louis must 
be considered ahead of the 25 to 
50 vested business interests of the 
downtown area. There are more 
appropriate areas, better and 
more conveniently located, which 
the people would prefer at the 
higher rentals this project woul¢ 
entail.” 

Harris said he was not rulinp 
out ultimate passage of the bill 
to establish a five-man commis- 
sion to condemn land, clear it and 
convey title to a redevelopment 
corporation. But he insisted that 
sponsors of downtown’ housing 
would have to submit “an over- 
all program” for the committee 
to consider. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst has 
warned that the delay in estab- 
lishin jJand *learance commis-. 
siontilantarie seriously to impede 
the city’s urban rede’elopment 
program. He contends that ro 
public hearing on the bill is nec- 
essary, because federal regula- 
tions require public hearings on 
each individual project under- 
taken by the redevelopment cor- 
poration. . 

Mayor Darst has vetoed a bill 
sponsored by Harris to .declare 
blighted within the meaning of 
the State Urban Redevelopment 
Act an 80acre tract in northwest 
St. Louis. The bill was designed 
to give tax-exemption benefits to 
the Westchester Heights Urban 
Redevelopment Corp., which an- 
nounced it planned an apartment 
project for middle income fami- 
lies on the site. Harris’s brother, 
Raymond I. Harris, was secretary 
of this corporation, 


16-NATION GROUP 
TO MOVE EUROPE’S 
EMIGRANTS SET UP 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 6 (AP)—Six- 
teen nations yesterday set up an 
inter-governmental committee to 
transport emigrants from Euro- 
pean countries to nations over- 
seas. 

The committee is the outgrowth 
of a one-year plan suggested by 
the United States to supervise the 
movement of 115,000 persons to 
various non-European countries 
desiring immigrants. 

The United States is contribut- 
ing $10,000,000 for administrative 
and operational expenses while 
the other nations jointly will be 
asked to put up $24,000,000 
“These nations include Germany, 
Australia, Austria, Belgium, Bo- 
livia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
France, Greece, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, The Netherlands, Switzer- 
land and Turkey.

SMITH CITES INCREASE 
IN STATE SERVICES 


Stresses Rise in Federal Aid 
in Talk Before Lions 
Club Here. 


Fifty cents of every tax dollar 


spent by Missouri’s state govern-. 


ment last year went to pay for 
new governmental services that 
were unknown 15 years ago, Gov. 
Forrest Smith said here today. 
In a luncheon address to the 
South Side Lions Club at Bevo 
Mill, 4749:Gravois avenue, the 
Governor said Missouri has re- 


mained financially strong despite. 


increasing demands for services 
and is now réceiving a larger por- 
tion of federal matching funds. 

As an example, Smith cited a 
change in laws for aid to the 
blind which has enabled the state 
to receive federal money for the 
first time, making possible an in- 
crease in pensions for blind per- 
sohs.. Another change provides 
aid for the permanently disabled. 

“Approximately 6000 persons 
have been transferred from the 
state-financed genera] relief pro- 
gtam to the federal-state co-oper- 
ative .program,” the Governor 
said 


Smith, an unannounced candi- 
date for United States Senator, 


pointed out that more than 67,000 
are now receiving maximum old 
age assistance grant of $50 a 
month, compared with a total of 
about 47,000 in 1948. 

He said increased appropria- 
tions for the State Highway De- 
partment have enabled Missouri 
to obtain more federal road 
funds. He added that in the next 
ten years $79,000,000 will be 
spent in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county for express highways. 

Smith said he has consistenly 
opposed any increase in state 
taxes except for one purpose— 
“to give our State Highway De- 
partment badly needed ervenue.” 
He referred to his campaign 
statements that he would name 
to office only “men and women 
of impeccable character.” 

“I specifically included the po- 
lice and election commissioners in 
the larger cities,” the Governor 
said. The record on law enforce- 
ment in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
he asserted, flatly disproves the 
pre-election charge made by op- 
ponents that “gangsters would run 
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rampant throughout the state,” if 
he were elected. 

“I point with pride,” he said, 
“to the high caliber and experi- 
enced men I have appointed to 
vacancies on our courts.”

and Czechoslovakia, the Reds outline a team 
which, if allowed to govern itself by majority 
vote, should be able to protect the interests of 
both the Communists and the U.N. forces. 


If the Reds are acting in good faith on the in- 
spection proposal, let it be received in the same 
spirit, checked over and replied to as quickly as 
safety permits. 

The third point may or may not be more trou- 
blesome: If by “ports of entry” the Communists 
mean only harbors on the seacoasts, they do 
not have in mind much that is realistic. But if 
they include airports and important centers of 
communication, transportation 
then the definition makes sense. By any’ practi- 
cal test an airfield in the heart of Korea is more 
of a “port of entry” than a little-used harbor on 
the sea. This is a military rather than a politi- 
cal problem, and Gen. Ridgway can be counted 
on to guard U.N. interests. | 


Let us hope that only a little more patience 
is required of the American people before a 
cease-fire order can be issued. Now that our cas- 
ualties have passed 100,000 the feeling becomes 
every day more urgent that the negotiations— 
which began last summer—should be getting 
somewhere. Certainly the U.N. side of the table 
at Panmunjom does not want to be stiff-necked 
about any condition which may be safely 
accepted, 

At the same time Vice Adm. Joy and the 
other U.N. representatives must be vigilant for 
the interests of the nations which have battled 
for nearly 18 months to prove that aggression 
does not pay.

One thing the House investi- 
gators especially want to know is whether some 
tax cases that should have been prosecuted never 
were. Oliphant cannot run away from such ques- 
tions simply by running out of his office. 
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Tito Appeases the West 

It is quite clear that in releasing Archbishop 
Stepinac from prison, Marshal Tito has not re- 
vised his government's views on the Catholic 
leader’s guilt. No doubt the government, sup- 
ported by a good many Yugoslavs, still believes 
the Archbishop was properly convicted of com- 
plicity in Nazi atrocities. 

But Tito wants very much to improve his rela- 
tions with the West, and many Americans have 
told him that a major barrier was the continued 
imprisonment of Stepinac. So, at the cost of 
making some political enemies at home, Tito 
seeks friends abroad by granting conditional 
freedom to the Archbishop. 

Stepinac is to return to his native village. This 
is a concession, for several months ago Tito was 
demanding exile as the price of freedom. It is 
understood, according to the official announce- 
ment, that the Archbishop cannot resume his 
duties as Catholic primate with government ap- 
proval. 

Whether the Vatican agrees to this condition 
remains to be seen. The Vatican has been insist- 
ing that Tito, in effect, proclaim Stepinac’s inno- 
cence, as his restoration to the archbishopric 
would suggest. But how far should that issue 
be pressed? The archbishop himself is now re- 
ported to favor an adjustment of relations be- 
tween the Church and the Communist state. 
This might prove impossible if his own restora- 
tion were insisted upon as a condition. 

“The past should be forgotten,” Tito said in 
the letter to Drew Pedrson announcing that the 
Archbishop would be freed. The past cannot be 
forgotten, but this does not mean it has to be 
reconstructed. 
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What Security Reasons? 

The McCarran Act has worked another ab- 
surdity in the case of Dr. Ernst B. Chain. A 
State Department official says the eminent Brit- 
ish scientist will be kept out of the country for 
“security reasons” under the law. But nobody 
will say what the security reasons are. 

Dr. Chain shared the Nobel prize for the. dis- 
covery of the life-saving anti-biotic, penicillin. 
He hoped to come to the United States on a mis- 
sion for the World Health Organization, to dis- 
cuss production and standardization of penicillin 
strains. Now, what is subversive about a health 
mission? What does penicillin have to do with 
national security? 

All this is baffling, yet other noted scientists 
have been denied visas under the McCarran law. 
The State Department ought to explain its ac- 
tion. Must the United States appear to be afraid 
‘of a man who has done so much for the health 
of the world? 
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A Partisan “Compromise” 

The Democratic majority in the Missouri Leg- 
islature has finally decided how to divide the 
state’s' congressional districts among the two 
major parties to suit itself.

along . . . the U.N. was not insisting upon 
any action.” 


A few days later at Schererville, Ind., 

Senator Homer Capehart, speaking in be- 
half of a-presidential slate including Sena- 
tor Taft and Gen: 
MacArthur, develop- 
ed this version of 
the Korean conflict 
even further. 


“ThePresident 
sent the Army shoot- 
ing into Korea a full 
36 hours before, the 
U.N. could exercise 
its world -organiza- 
tion authority and 
determine aggres- - 
sion,” said Senator 
Capehart. “As a re- 
sult the U.N. saw it 
fit not to help us.” 


Somehow this re- 
calls the day in August, 1950, when Rus-

sia’s Jacob Malik, as president of the U.N. 


Security Council, angrily charged that the 
real aggressor in Korea was the United 
States. It was. United States Delegate War- 
ren Austin who arose in the Security 
Council to set the record straight. 


The U.N. General Assembly in 1947, 
1948 and 1949, he recalled, had adopted 
resolutions calling for a united Korea. He 
pointed out that the Assembly had pro- 
vided that “free and fair elections should 
be held throughout the Korean peninsula 
and has directed the United Nations Com- 
mission on Korea to perform that task.” 


Since the Communist Government of 
North Korea would not even admit the 
cormomission, it supervised an election in 
South Korea only, and that Government 
became the only Korean Government rec- 
ognized or sanctioned by the U.N, This 
fledgling Government, then, owed its exist- 
ence to the U.N.; and the U.N., if.it was 
to mean anything, owed South Korea 
tection against aggression.

President Truman was in Independence. 
Mo., where Secretary of State Acheson 
reached him by telephone at 10:30 p.m.

An Act of Leadership 


The chronology in detail is too long for 
inclusion here. At any rate, after a long 
and soul-searching meeting with Defense 
and State Department advisers in Blair 
House Sunday night, the President made 
three decisions: to authorize Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to send all ammunition he could 
spare to Korea; that MacArthur send ships 
and planés to help and protect the evacua- 
tion of United States dependents; and that 
the Seventh Fleet be started north from 
the Philippines. 


It was not until a second Blair House 
meeting on Monday night that the Presi- 
dent authorized Navy and Air Force sup- 
port for R.O.K. forces south of the thirty- 
eighth parallel, or that he ordered the 
Seventh Fleet to prevent any attack on 
Formosa.

The Senator has dealt with in- 
dividuals as they are affected by 
government for a long time in a 
practical way, beginning back in 
1920 as an Alderman in Newton, 
Mass., and continuing as a mem- 
ber of the legislature, as Gov- 
ernor for three terms, and in the 
Senate, of which he has been a 
member since 1944. 


A Vote-Getter. 


He is what is known as “a 
great vote-getter,” itself a tribute 
and the highest recommendation 
in politics. In three cases he won 
state-wide victories as a Republi- 
can—once as Governor, twice as 
Senator—when the state was car- 
ried by Democratic presidential 
candidates, twice by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and once by MSarry 
Truman. 

In Massachusetts they have a 
habit of voting Saltonstall, come 
what may. Which, come to think 
of it, suggests Republicans might 
well consider him for even higher 
honors, say the nomination so 
many are concerned about right 
now in the Senate.
